Although Florence Lassandro in her 
eleventh ‘hour confession claimed it 
was not’she who killed Lawson, her 
statements shortly after the shooting 
were to the éffect thalt she did the 
shooting, not Picariello. It is claimed 
by the police that “Pic” in his daring 
rum running exploits’ from. Fernie, 
B.C., to Blairmore and Coleman, Alta., 
for many months, constantly had the 


-Lassandro girl with him, and thus 


made it impossible for the officers to 
use their guns. on him or the car 
when ordered to stop. - 


Rise to Wealth 


Back in 1912, “Pic’ was a gatherer 
of bottles and other junk, as well as 
an operator of a peanut stand in the 
Crow’s Nest Pass, so officials-of the 
provincial police declare; His acces- 
sion to wealth and power came rapid- 
ly when whisky running ‘across the 
Alberta-British Columbia—border ‘be- 
came profitable some years ago. Ho 
was town councillor at Blairmore as 
well as awner of the Blairmore hotel 
and garage. He was (‘Sicilian by 
birth. Mrs. Lasandro was an Ifallan. 


Fort Saskatchewan, May 2.—Within 
the high forbidding walls of the jail 
here, in the gloomy dawn, with low 
clouds scudding across a fretful morn- 
ing sky, Mary Florence. Lasandro to- 
day followed Emilio Picariello to the 
scaffold. The sun had scarce risen 
above the horizon when the last 
chapter in Alberta’s most fateful 
bootlegging tragedy had been 
written, and the law was avenged for 
the slaying of its officer Constable 
Steve Lawson, at Coleman, last Sep- 


tember.

Dawn Just Breaking 


Dawn had just begun faintly ‘to il- 
luminate the eastern sky when the 
little solemn group of jail officials 
approached the death cell, where Pic- 
ariello had lain for the ‘past four 
months. “The door clanged open to 
the prisoner for the last time. Pre- 
ceded ‘by Warden Griggs and Sheriff 
Rae, with three guards, and accom- 
panied by Father Fidelis, Franciscan 
monk and priest of the little parish 
church here, Picariello walked ‘with 
unfaltering steps to the scaffold. 

As Hangman Wakefield’stepped up 
to him tto put the black cap on him, 
Picariello growled: “Take that ac- 
cursed thing away. , I can face 
what's ahead with my eyes open.” 
_It was explained that the law in- 
sisted that the ‘black cap must be 
worn, and the request was refused. 

“You are hanging an innocent man, 
God help me,” said Picariello, as he 
stepped upon the trap. Th was then 
exaatly fifteen minutes after five. 

Ten minutes later the body was re- 
mnoved. 


The Woman Follows 


Mrs. Lasandro followed Picariello 
to the scaffold within the hour. it 
has been a series of tragic followings 
for Florence Lasandra since she _ fol- 
lowed Picariello into thé lucrative tby- 
paths of ‘whisky-running across the 
British Columbia border in the Crow's 
Nesb. She followed Picariello into 
the death car when they made their 
mad dash of revenge inito Coleman 
that ended in the slaying of Constable 
Steve Lawson. 

She followed him into the hands of 
the law, and now she thas followed 
him into eternity. 

The little procession again tformed 
up, this time with the matron as well 
as Father Fidelis, accompanying the 
prisoner.

Spent Last Hours Alone 1 

The last twenty-four hours of the 
life of. the-man ‘and the woman were 
spent alone, except for thé presence 
at intervals of Father Fidelis, The 
lash good-byes were sald to relatives 
on Monday evening, when Charles 


Lasandro kissed his wife a long fare- }- 


well, and when young Steve ‘Picar- 
fello, the indirect tcause of the whole 
tragedy, visited his father. It was 
Steve that was shot ih the hand by 
Constable Lawson during a bootleg- 
ging chase in the afternoon, and it 
was the report that his son ‘Steve 
was shot that turned Picafiello’s 
thoughits-to murder on that same Sep- 
tember day. 

Exhausted by weeks of hope de- 
ferred, weak with long days and 
nights ‘of contemplating the fate ‘be- 
fore ther, Florence Lasandro ttook the 
news of the last decision of the feder- 
al cabinet with little visible show of 
emotion. Her father confessor has 
been with her many hours during the 
past weeks as she lay In the death 
cell. A fortnight ago, while awaiting 
the verdict of the supreme court at 
Ottawa, the woman came -close to ut- 
ter collapse. ‘She lay for hours. on 
her cot, moaning and . rocking rest- 
lessly. Lately, she became calmer. 
Apparently, she had accepted her 
fate, and faced with the slowly open- 
ing portals of eternity, she sought the 
solace that Father Fidelis offered her 
of a hope in ithe life hereafter. ~ 


Picariello Morose 


Picariello has ‘been morose. and 
truculent throughout. He, to the very 
last, was not resigned to his fate. 

Perhaps, he had expected his for- 
tune of a quarter Ilion dollars to 
exempt him from paying the penalty 
of his hastily gotten revenge. 

(Picariello, since the verdict of the 
supreme court at Ottawa, had no 
hope for reprieve. It was on the 
woman that tthe anguish of -hope, 
dashed again and again tto the 
ground, had the greatest play, and 
the fire of tthe ordeal consumed much 
of the original dross within her native 
nature. 


Grim Rehearsals 


Preparations for the dowble execu- 
tion were completed at the Fort jail 
as darkness closed in on tthe house of 
doom last evening. Officars of tthe 
provincial police, the sheriff, the 
warden, the ‘coroner, the jail physi- 
cian’were in conference in the war- 
den’s office late in the afternoon and 
again dn the evening.

“Our authorities ‘find that in the 
beginning of ‘the German gas War- 


when mustard gas ‘began to be em- 
ployed : against the “British troops, 
were comparatively small. 

“But from July onwards, during suc- 
cessive gas attacks,” states the re- 
-port, “the casualties rose from 1,000 
to more than 6,000 a month.” 

The use of gas is notnew in ‘war- 
fare,-and we are told that “An an- 
cient historian describes the use of 
asphyxiating gas in mining in 189 B 
C. at the siege of Ambracia, where 
the Aetolians filled jars with feath- 
ers, which were set ‘on fire, the smoke 
being blown by bellows in to the faces 
of the Romans. fe 

‘Apart from the. yellqw, iblue and 
green gases sent over by the enemy, 
against which, it is ‘claimed, our pro- 
tective measures were more effective 
than those’ taken by the enemy 
against (Allied gas atilacks, there were 
cases of gas poison taken from tanks 
and mines. ; 

The chief problem in tamks was to 
eek men from gas, notably carbon 

1onoxide, emanating from their owr 
aehwiEr: pipes and radfators, or the 
exhausts of other itanks in front. 

Carbon monoxide was slso the 
cause of the greatest number of 
poisoning casesin mining, and the ad 
ministration of oxygen with artificial 
respiration made most cures. 

In an account of tthe value of oxy- 
gen to aviators flying at great heights 
in rarefied air, light is. thrown upon 
the prejudices even of experts. _ 

It took some time to make our Air 
Force pathologists believe it was pos- 
sible to use oxygen for this purpose. 
The first experiment was at Dunkirk 
early in the war, but the only result 
of that test was to prejudice the 
authorities against it owing to an un- 
founded assumption by the pilot that 
it, produced drowsiness. 

When, however, the pilot’s report 
was brought to the notice of Licut.- 
Colonel Birley, medical adviser of 
the Air Force in France, this belief 
was exploded and new experiments 
were carried out in 1917 ‘with what 
is called the Dreyer’ distributor. 
There was an immediate demand for 
this apparatus. . 


HOW DO YOU WALK? 


Nearly All Pedestrians Will Swerve 
From Straight Line 


and ‘British 


‘How do you walk? Do you pro- 
ceed in a straight line or zig-zag from 
side to side? 

If you watch a number of pedes- 
trians you will find that nine out of 
ten bear to the right, return ito their 
proper course, and then start swerv- 
ing to the right again. : 

This is .because our right leg is 
more fully developed, and -stronger 
than our left. <A lefthanded person 
usually swerves to the left in walk- 
ing, for in his case the left side is the 
more powerful.

INSERT I8 THE OLD BASILICA PRIOR TO THE CONFL.AGRATION, 


W HEN the historic Shrine and 

Basilica at Ste. Anne de Beau- 
pre was burned to the, ground last 
year, together with the “monastery 
and the novitiate of the Redemp- 
torist Fathers, the clergy did not 
waste any more time than was nec- 
essary in lamenting their loss, but 
set about at once to construct a tem- 
porary shrine and to lay plans for 
a larger and newer church. After 
a great. deal of discussion it was de- 
cided'‘that’ the old church had be- 
come too small for the demands and 
that the exigencies called for great- 
er accommodation. It was _there- 
fore decided to demolish the old 
walls, and to build a church pro- 
portionate to the necds of the fu- 
ture as far as they can be foreseen. 
The plans of the magnificent struc- 
ture shown above were decided upon. 


The new Bagilica which bag been 


designed to give tle edifice an ap- 
pearance ‘compatible with its use 
will: not conform to the architec 
tural style of any one period but 
will be a combination of Roman and 
Gothic. An idea as to its generous 
proportions can be guined from the 
following: figures: Length over all 
812, feet; interior length, 260 feet; 
length | of choir, 65 feet; width of 
nave, 184 feet; width of transept, 
186 ‘feet; height of grand nave, 85 
‘feet; -superficial area 42,0U0 square 
feet. There will be twenty- six al- 
tars, twelve of which will be in the 
crypt ‘Chapels, and the lighting of 
the interior will play a large part in 
the ‘scheme of decoration of the 
church and will be a telling factor 
in providing a beautiful pjace for 
the hundreds ‘of thousands of pil-

THE PICARIELLO AND 
LASSANDRO EXECUTIONS 


“Phere,” said the saintly old Puri- 
tan Richard Baxter as he saw a con- 
demned criminal led past to execu- 
tion, “there but for the grace of God 
goes Richard Baxter.” Dt is In that 

‘ attitude of mind that we should all of 
us do well to regard the personal as- 
pect: of the tragedy which ended last 
week in the hanging of Picariello and 
Mrs. Lassandra. They are dead. The 
measure of their personal guilt no 
longer lies ‘with us. 
of this occurrence which ought not ‘to 

There are, however, public aspects 
be ignored. The crime for which 
they, were hanged was of a character 
more serious than the ordinary mur- 
der. It was the culmination of a 
long-continued deliberate challenge 
to the forces of law and order in the 
country. Whether the particular law 
which was challenged is good or bad 
is irrelevent. Here was a gang of men 
and women who for the sake of 
pecuniary profit and for nothing else, 
were: prepared to go to any lengths. 
Lawbreaking, smuggling, bribery and 
finally murder marked their course. 
Had that course not been checked, 
and checked in the sternest possible 
manner available tio the law, the con- 
sequences to public justice and order 

- would have (been incalculable. If one 
law can be successfully challenged, 
why should nob others be equally 
so? if one set of officers of tthe law 
can he defied, why should not all be 
defied? It was not a case of the pas- 
sion of a moment flaring up and des- 
troying the sense of self-control. — It 
was a deliberate, premeditated att- 
tempt to remove any obstacle to a 
course of profitable lawlessness. The 
challenge has been taken up. The 
supremacy of the law has been vin- 
dicated. Once again it has been dem- 
onstrated that in the face of powerful 
organised opposition, equipped with 
ample funds and unhampered by any 
scruple, British justice stands firm. 
Let every citizen who values the or- 
dered peace and security which are 
the foundations of al) civilization 
give thanks for the fact. Let every 
6uch citizen bethink him well before 
by any word or action he gives aid or 
comfort to the authors of the chal- 

Jenge that has been thus met. 

The question of capital punishment 
has been sharply raised in this case 
owing .to the fact that one of the mur- 
derers was a woman. Not for many 
years has 2 woman been executed in 
Canaduz. To many people the very 
idea of hanging a2 woman seems a ter- 
rible thing. It is a terrible thing be- 
yond all doubt. Yet we believe that 


the Government at Ottawa did wisely 
and bravely in facing the responai- 
bility and refusing to grant the re- 
spite. To have granted it in such 
circumstances would have gone far 
toward establishing the evil precedent 
that a woman can without provo- 
cation or excuse take the life of an- 
other without risk to her own, a pre- 
cedent which under modern condi- 
tions, and in view of the position in 
society claimed and attained by 
‘women would have been fraught with 
the utmost danger. The very shock 
of horror which tthe execution seems 
to have caused may well save here- 
after the need for considering its 
repetition. After all, it 1s the deter- 
rent effect of capital punishment that 
is the chief argument for its main- 
tenance. There are many who talk 
lightly of life imprisonment being 
just as severe a punishment as execu- 
tion. Why then do condemned mur- 
derers almost without exception ex- 
haust every resource and device to 
obtain a commutation of the death 
sentence to that of life imprison- 
ment. Moreover, the effect on others 
is wholly different. “Imprisonment 
for life”’—it fs dismissed with a shrug 
of the ‘shoulders. “He is etill alive. 
They are not badly treated in modern 
prisons. He will be let out some 
day.” But death, hanging with all its 
merve-racking preliminaries—that is 
quite another thing. The prospective 
criminal shudders att it and shrinks 
back from his crime, | 

The experience of countries which 
have abolished capital punishment is 
practically without exception. It has 
led tto an increase in murder. The 
mistaken and feeble sentiment which 
sheds teare over the murderer and 
forgets his victim is a danger to the 
¢pmmunity. It flourlshes mainly in 


in which names now meaningless are 
used as a cover for purely selfish 
seeking after the spoils of govern- 
mental office. We suggested also 
that a definite standard of qualifica- 
tion should be demanded from candi- 
dates for the provincial legislature. 
In order that such suggestions should 
be carried out, some definite action 
based on clear principles and probably 
some organization are necessary. Is 
it not possible to collect in each con- 
Sstituency or at least in several 
centres of the province ja group of 
citizens who are definitely prepared 
to abandon the present party system 
and to aim at simple efficiency in 
government irrespective of politcal 
traditions and without regard ‘to 
personal considerations. Certain main 
objects would seem to be very gener- 
ally regarded as desirable: (1) The 
reduction of the numbers of the legis- 
lature. Perhaps the federal constitu- 
encies for Alberta might be used as 
the provincial ones also and the legis- 
lature reduced tto labqut 15 or 20 mem- 
bers. (2) A definite legal qualifica- 
tion for members of the legislature 
based on edrcation as evidenced bya 
univeristy degree of a university 
within the Empire, or practical ex- 
perience of public affairs as evidenced 
by actual service on some of the minor 
governing bodies of the country such 
as city councils or municipal dis- 
tricts, or technical knowledge as evi- 
denced by the possession of high 
executive office gained after actual 
working experience in‘ great business 
undertakings such as_ railway com- 
panies, or ability ‘and readiness to 
pass an actual examination on mat- 
ters of technical knowledge and :pub- 
lic interest, such examinations to be 
conducted on the ‘broadest lines so as 
to avoid putting a premium on me- 
chanical memorising, and tbo give all 
possible value to ordinary shrewd 
common sense as against mere liter- 
ary or book learning. (3) A complete 
overhaul of existing legislation and 
governmental machinery with a view 
to the repeal of unnecessary fussy 
and vexations hindrances ‘to ordinary 
activities and the dismissal of all 
unnecessary officials. (4) The ac- 
cumulation from every possible 
source of information relative to the 
main problems of the West at the 
present time, namely, the marketing 
and transportation of the grain’ crops, 
the development of the mineral re- 
sources, and the settlement of the 
country. (5) The formation through- 
out the provinceof groups of citizens 
who would themselves refrain from 
seeking directly or indirectly any 
political office or from supporting any 
political organization of any kind, but 
would simply discuss, consider and 
sift in public all problems of public 
interest in a spirit of impartial en- 
quiry, and which would aim at giving 
to citizens and electors of ‘the prov- 
ince generally the utmost assistance 
in forming wise opinions on all ques- 
tions submitted to them—which 
would try to be, as it were, judges 
summing up the qestions of fact sub- 
mitted to the*electors as a jury. 

We ibelieve that such an organi- 
zation could do good work. It would 
be necessary to be careful to avold 
allowing it become merely another 
party of the old type under a new 
name orinanewform. Probably no 
hard and fast rules could achieve this. 
The merits of the movement would 
lie in the character and capacity of 
the men behind it. If they were of 
the right type the form of ‘the organi- 
zation would be a matter of minor 
importance. If they were not of the 
best type, then no orgamization how- 
ever skilfully arranged could save the 
movement. All that we are suggest- 
ing is that the best men everywhere 
should make an effort to rally togeth- 
er and in a spirit of unselfish co-oper- 
ation and on ordinary common-sense 
business principles try to do what 
they can to improve the general state 
of affairs in this tountry. 


THE QUESTION OF DIVORCE 


We alluded last week to the wide- 
spread interest in this question which 
at present exists. Before we discuss 
it further it may be well to state 
shortly the law of divorce as it now 
exists in Alberta. This law is the 
law of England as it stood {n 1870. 
Under that law a husband can divorce 
his wife on the ground of adultery 
alone, but a wife cannot divorce her 
husband except on the ground of 
adultery coupled with incest, cruelty 
or desertion for at least two years. 
It is difficult to understand how any- 
body can defend the inequality of the 


law in this respect. It is an {nequal- 
{ty which reflects the time when wom- 
en werein a great many respects the 
legal inferfors, indeed almost the 
slaves of men. At the present time 
there !s a private members bill be- 
fore the British House of Commons to 
put the wife onto an equal

| divorce, it seems that the-existing In- 
equality is entirely contrary’ to~ the 
| spirit of the times as well as to that 
of elementary justice. It is said that 
there is a difference between husband 
and wife in that unfaithfulness on the 
part of a husband does not result in 
bringing an illegitimatte child into 
the household, while unfaithfulness on 
the part of a wife does so. This argu- 
ment is not without “force, but does 
not seem anything like strong enough 
to defend an undoubted injstice, which 
often bears very heavily on an it- 
nocent woman. The so-called double 
standard of morality which excuses 
in a man what it condemns in a wom- 
an has not a shadow of justification 
whatever. It has been called a prob-

ashamed. 

Such is the law as it now stands. 
Whether the law should tbe altered or 
not, and how it shonld be altered, in- 
volves questions of (1) religious be- 
Hef and religious principle; (2) mor- 
ality apart from religious dogma; (3) 
public policy and the general inter- 
ests of society; (4) justice and human- 
ity to individuals. ‘Consideration of 
these questions may be reserved till 
a later issue.

It is true 'the cities of Calgary and 
Edmonton may receive some direct 
benefit which now goes to Winnipeg. 
But dan any group of men hope to so 
subvert the economics of geography 
as to make all western Canada tribu- 
tary to Winnipeg? 

As a matter of fact the added pros- 
perity which will come ‘to all western 
Canada through money saved by 
using the Panama canal route will 
more than compensate Winnipeg for 
any immediate loss. 

Anyway, Winnipeg has got millions 
of dollars’ worth of business out of 
western farmers. Does she expect 
to wipe out ‘that debt by denying 
these farmers the right to live?

H.j action for restitution 


A JUDGE'S OPINION 


In our editorial columns of last 
week and this week appear comment 
on the problem of divorce and allied 
problems. We intend to go even 
more fully intio the problems as we 
see them in coming issues. , In this 
connection it is ‘interesting and in- 
structive to see the opinion of one of 
the highest and finest men jin the 
province. The Honorable Mr. Justice 
Stuart, of the Court of Appeal, in the 
recent case, O'Leary vs. O'Leary, in 
his written judgment states in part, 
as follows: 

“Taking the action, therefore, as 
one asking ‘both for restitution of 
conjugal rights and as an alternative 
for alimony together with a claim for 
the custody of the children (for this 
is involved in the second appeal even 
if not in the first} let us see where 


we have to go for our law on the sub- 


ject. 

Aside from The Infants Act ich 
deals merely with the question of the 
custody of infants and has nothing to 
do with the immediate relationships 
of the father and mother in respect 
to alimony or otherwise, we have 2a 
section in The Judicature Act, 1919, 
ch. 3, about the jurisdiction of the 
Supreme Court of Alberta in regard 
to alimony. ‘Sec. 21 of that Act says: 

‘The court shall have jurisdiction to 
grant alimony to any wife who would 
be entiled to alimony by the law of 
England, or to any wife who would 
be entiled by the law of England to a 
divorce and to alimony as incident 
thereto, or to any wife whose hus- 
band lives separate and apart from 
her without, sufficient cause and un- 
der circumstances which would en- 
title her, by the law of England, to a 
decree for restitution of conjugal 
rights * * * 

At the time this section was first 
put on our local statute book it was 
thought to be necessary to pass some 
such law before alimony could be 
given, Since the decision in Board 
v. Board (1919) AJC. 956, 88 L.J.P.C. 
165, (1919) 2 W.W.R. 980, and of 
course fbefore tthat decision although 
the profession and the public did not 
know it, it is probably the case that 


‘the Court could give alimony even 


withot that statute and even aside 
from divorce. 

But as far as this statute is con- 
cerned it will be seen that it is to the 
law of England as it may stand from 
time*bo time that we must always go. 
And where do we find the law of Eng- 
land? We ffind it in The Divorce and 
Matrimonial ‘Causes Atct of 1857, ch. 
85, as interpreted by the Courts of 
England and as amended from time 
to time iby Parliament. And a refer- 
ence to that Act, sec. 22, shows that 
the Court which was thereby set up 
to deal with matrimonial causes was 
directed in all suits and proceedings 
other than proceedings to dissolve 
any marriage, to “proceed and act and 
give Relief on Principles and Rules 
which in ‘the Opinton of the said 
Court shall be as nearly as may be 
conformable to the Principles and 
Rules on which the Ecclesiastical 
Courts have heretofore acted and giv- 
en Relief, but subjeat to the Provis- 
ions herein contained and to the 
Rules and Orders under this Act.” 

So We are sent on a further journey 
toenquire into the principles applied 
by the Eccles{astical Courts of Eng- 
land ‘before 1857 before we can find 
out what the law is which we are to 


apply; for subsequent English decis- 7 


ions necessarily do not cover every 
combination of fact that may arise 
from time to time in this province. 
And not until this last year has there 
been anywhere available In this prov- 
ince any reports of the decfsions of 
the English Ecclesiastical Courts and 
what we have now are still very 
incomplete. 

Could anything be more ridiculous 
and absurd? The ‘English Parlia- 

‘* of 1857 faced the question of de- 
claring what facts would justify a 
decree of the Court for absolute di- 
vorce, because theretofore it was 
only Parliament which granted such 
a remedy by private Act In each in- 
dividual case as our Canadian Par- 
liament still does, and it made the 
declaration in plain terms. 

Why could not our Legislature say 
in plain terms what facts will justify 
a decree for alimony or restitution of 
conjugal rights instead of sending the

Tourist Traffic for Alberta 

A large increase in tourist traffic 
to the famous mountain resorts of Al- 
berta-is expected the coming summer 
as a result of the opening of the last 
link in the grand circle tour of the 
Western States and Alberta, namely, 
the stretch. of highway between 
Banff, Alberta, and’ Windermere, B.C. 
The official opening of this road will 
take place June 30. By its comple- 
tion, a circle tour covering the most 
famous scenic trips on the continent 
is made possible. This circle high- 
‘way leads up from the Grand Canyon 
ot the Colorado in Arizona, through 
Utah and Salt Lake to Great Falls 
and Glacier National Park in Mon- 
tana, thence through Waterton Lakes 
Park on the southern border of Al- 
berta, to Calgary via Macleod, thence 
west to Banff and Lake Louise, 
thence south over the new Winder- 
raere road into the Columbia Valley 
and into the state of Washington, and 
on south into ‘California. ‘A circle 
tour of the Canadian Rockies of 567 
miles in extent is also made possible 
through the Crow’s Nest west of Mac- 
leod and Lethbridge, up the Kootenay 
Valley over the Windermere road to 
Banff and east to Calgary, and back 
south to Macleod. 


Interest In Alberta Keen. 


Judging by the large number of in- 
quiries concerning Alberta which 
have been received since the first of 
the year by the Publicity Branch of 
the Provincial Government, interest in 
Alberta remains keen in many parts 
of the United States and other coun- 
tries. Over 400 such inquiries have 
been answered in the last three and 
a half months. A new map of the 
province on a small scale, printed in 
six colérs and showing: the railways 
and main highways, the natural re- 
sources, and different classes of land, 
the altitudes and othér information 
has ‘been issued and is being used by 
the publicity department for publicity 
and immigration purposes. 


Retire from Service. 


Retirements from the provincial 
government service during the past 
week include H. G. Dimsdale, head of 
‘the highways. commission; Alex. Gal- 
braith, superintendent of fairs and 
institutes of the agricultural depart- 
ment; A. P. C. Belyea, director of sur- 
veys of the public works department; 
J. W. Mitchell, of Calgary, superin- 
tendent of labor bureaus, and others. 

These retirements and others have 
been occasioned by the reorganization 
of the governmental branches which 
is now taking place, in accordance 
with the government’s policy of econ- 
omy, and which involves the ,reduc- 
tion of the staffs of some of the de- 
partments, and’ the consolidation of 
the work-of different ‘branches.

The work of the superintendent of 
fairs and institutes will be consolidat- 
ed with that of the provincial veter- 
inarian under Dr. Talbot. The super- 
vision of the provincial labor bureaus 
is being Concentrated in the office of 
Walter Smitten, labor commisisoner. 
Re-organization of other departments 
is being carried out.

_ Provincial Grant Reduced 

The Provincial Department of Agri- 
culture notified, through Mr. Galbraith, 
secretary of Fairs and Institutes, ‘that 
the Government grant this year would 
be 60 per cent of the utility prize 
money, instead of 60 per cent,-as in 
the past two or three years. The rato 
of. grant for membership was reduced 
from 50¢ to 25¢ for all societies having 
less than 150 members.
